WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration Is using a 
business profit and loss state* 
ment-* rather than social gains 
—to measure progress by some 
experimental community action 
firms. 


Spokesmen for the federal an- 


tlpoverty program acknowledge 
paring dozens of hardcore poor 
from the payroll in at least two 
projects—one in a big city ghet* 
to, the other In a rural southerfi 
town—that verged on bankrupt* 
«y. 


But they argue their aim is to 


put the firms on their feet so 
that ultimately they can employ 
the jobless rather than letting 
the firms become another form 
of Welfare agency. 


"The criteria for success In 


this field Is the creation of a vi- 
able business enterprise . . . 
there's not going to be a never- 
ending transfusion of dough," 
says Geoffrey Faux, chief of the 
Office of Economic Opportuni- 
ty's 
Economic Development 


Branch. 


"We know they're not going to 


be as efficient as General Mo- 
tors, but the question is can 
they at least support themselves 
and maybe make a profit," said 
another official of OEO, the fed- 
eral government's antlpoverty 
agency. 


The official, who asked not to 


be identified, said the Nixon ad* 
ministratlon*is more interested 
in the ability of these projects to 
support themselves and less in- 
terested in getting the hardcore 
poor on some sort of payroll. 


"There will be screams and 


howls of protest from all over," 
he said. "Albina is just the 
first." 


Albina is the Albina Corp. of 
Portland, Ore., founded, operat- 
ed and manned almost entirely 
by blacks in the city's ghetto. 
Located In a former bowling al- 
ley, the metal, plastics and fi- 
berglass 
manufacturing 
firm 


has processed a number of gov- 
ernment and private contracts 
since its founding a year ago. 


But its president, 
Mayfleld 


Webb, 
says pressure 
from 


Washington has forced It to drop 
some social goals and aim for a 
quick profit. 


"We have felt the effect of the 


new administration in Washing* 
toft," says Webb, a lawyer and 
NAAdP official, "The program 
people are not being listened to. 
It's the financial people now," 
he says of what he calls new or* 
ders from OEO. 


OEO Is considering Albina's 


application for a new $490,000 
grant. 
It already has made 


grants totaling $586,545. Webb 
says "everything will go down 
the drain" without the addition- 
al funds. 


When the corporation ran into 


a delay In tooling up for a $1.2 
million Department of Defense 
contract for steel ammunition 
boxes, OEO took a close look at 
the corporation and suggested 
several changes in management 
methods. 


Webb says the basic differ- 


ence is that OEO wants Albtna 
to start showing a profit quick- 
ly. He says the original idea 
was to think about cash profits 
in two or three years while con- 
centrating now on widespread 
employment of the hardcore 
jobless; of helping to start other 
black businesses; of generally 
benefiting the Albina district 
where most of Portland's 18,000 


btaekS live, 


Webb says the project will get 


back to those goals once it 
starts making money, to the 
meantime, several of the hard* 
Core poor have beeft dropped 
frdm the payroll and some expe* 
rienced 
whites 
have 
been 


brought In at wages higher than 
those paid to the blacks. The 
whites, however, don't partici* 
pate in Albina's profit-sharing 
plan. 


"the Republicans want to see 


definite results and less of 'Oh 
gee, these guys are really poor 
and we've got to do something,' 
They want to see these projects 
eventually pay for themselves," 
the OEO official said. 


To do this, OEO is sending in 


professional management con- 
sulting teams to work with com- 
munity development corpora* 
tlons, and train the ghetto exec- 
utives about cost accounting 
and writing financial 
state- 


ments. 


Crawfordville Enterprises in 


Crawfordville, Ga., (population 
3,500) found this out last spring 
when, after running into one fi- 
nancial crisis after another, it 
looked to OEO for refunding. 
OEO agreed, but only after the 
community development corpo- 
ration agreed to retain a profes- 
sional management consulting 
firm acceptable to OEO.

from the Army itself, 


"I'm not accusing the Army 


of duplicity," Burns said, "but I 
am greatly concerned over re- 
ports that nerve gas tests were 
conducted." 


Burns said he would await Re- 


sor's answer before recom- 
mending possible action by the 
state Land Board, which could 
cancel 
the 
balance 
of the 


Army's five-year lease on a 
1,144-acre test site on the side of 
Hawaii's second-tallest volcano. 


The lease, expiring in Janu- 


ary 1971, stipulated that the 
land would be used "as a site to 
conduct classified meteorologi- 
cal and related tests," 


Rep, Patsy I. Mink, D-Hawaii, 


said Tuesday the Army had ac- 
knowledged in a letter to her 
that it had used the site for test, 
ing the nerve agent GB and the 
incapacitating agent BZ a total 
of four times in 1966*67, 


On July 31, in a written re. 


sponse to the Honolulu Star. 
Bulletin's question whether it 
had ever tested "either chemi* 
cal or biological warfare weap- 
ons in Hawaii" the Army said: 


"No, the Army has not tested 


either chemical or biological 
weapons in Hawaii. The Army 
has conducted limited chemical 
tests under strict safety precau* 
tious to obtain defense depart, 
ment information." 


Sen. Daniel K. Inouye, D*Ha* 


waii, said the Defense Depart* 
ment had assured him a month 
previously nerve gases were not 
being tested in his state. 


Burns 
commented; 
"I'm 


aware the Army must conduct 
experiments to insure the secu- 
rity of the nation. But my first 
concern is the welfare of the ciU 
teens of this state." 


The Army's test site, in a jun- 


gle area, is 14 miles from Hilo, 
a city of 27,000.

I believe I said there were 


no religious denominational 
connotations to any sign or 
symbol on our currency. As 
a matter of fact, practically 
all of our coin and currency 
issued since 1864 has a ref- 
erence to the Deity, at least 
in the motto. The Maltese 
Cross is the emblem of sev- 
eral fraternal organizations 
but the cross on the top cen- 
ter of the shield on the 1866 
nickel is not a Maltese Cross. 


This is the Cross

Make Space 
Decision Soon

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon soon will make a de- 
cision on the nation's goals in 
space, choosing from three al- 
ternatives—including two that 
would put Americans on Mars 
in the 1980s. 


All three choices, made public 


Tuesday by the White House, 
foresee development of a space 
station and a reusable earth-to- 
orbit shuttle vehicle. 


Under the first and most ex- 


pensive option, the annual cost 
would climb steadily from the 
current $4 billion a year to $8.10 
billion for each fiscal year from 
1970 through 1980 for a total of 
$78.2 billion the Mars landing 
would be in 1982. 


The second and third alterna- 


tives would keep the annual cost 
at $4 billion the next two fiscal 
years, rising to a peak of $5.7 
billion in 1976. The second op- 
tion, which envisions a Mars 
landing in 1986, would then rise 
to a peak of $8 billion a year in 
the early 1980s, with an 11-year 
total of $57.5 billion. Option 
three would require a funding of 
$54.1 billion in the first 11 years. 
"We presented a balanced pro-

four-man task group. "My per-^ 
sonal presence is' Option two"" 
which allows clear acceptance 
of a Mars landing in 1986 but 
leaves us free to be flexible in 
unmanned precursor flights."

The differences in the time ta- 


ble between options one and two 
can be seen in this comparison: 
Space station in earth orbit 1976 
and 1977; 50-man space base in 
earth orbit, 1980 and 1984; a 
100-man space base in earth or- 
bit, 1985 and 1989; a lunar orbit- 
Ing station 1978 and 1981; a lu- 
nar surface base 1980 and 1983; 
initial Mars expedition, 1983 and 
1986. 


Option three would have the 


same timetable as option two, 
but leaving the year of a Mars 
landing open. 


The shuttle vehicle would be 


ready in 1976 under option one 
and 1977 under options two and 
three; and a "space tug" in 1978 
under option one and 1981 under 
option two. 


Under all three plans, Dr. 


DuBridge pointed out, a "grand

ceiling on interest, although con- 
sidering it a realistic and nec- 
essary move —but I did agree 
with Labor on the fourth propo- 
sal, that the constitution-writers 
made a mistake when they pro- 
posed to cut the vote require- 
ment of the legislature to over- 
ride an Initiated act from pre- 
sent two-thirds to a bare 51 per 
cent. 


It was on this point that Bill 


Etter called for a factual cor- 
rection. He said the tentative 
draft of the constitution main- 
tains the two-thirds repeal pro- 
tection for initiated acts, but 
after 10 years on the law books 
an initiated act may then be re- 
pealed by the legislature on a 
bare 51 per cent vote. 


The newspapers as yet haven't 


been furnished copies of the con- 
stitutional draft; therefore I had 
to assume Labor's statement of 
the offending passages was cor- 
rect. Confusion was inevitable 
when you consider that present 
protection for initiated acts was 
guaranteed for 10 years, then 
reduced to a bare majority vote 
for repeal by the legislature. 


Here is the exact provision 


as Mr. Etter gave it to me this 
morning: 


"AMENDMENT AND RE- 


PEAL. Section 12. No mea- 
sure hereafter approved by 
a vote of the people shall be 
amended or repealed for 10 
years by the General Assem- 
bly or by the governing body 
of any county or municipa- 
lity, except upon a roll-call 
vote of two - thirds of the 
total membership of each 
house of the General Assem- 
bly or of the local govern- 
ing body, as the case may 
be." 
The inference 
that after 10 


years an initiated act may be 
amended or repealed on a bare 
51 per cent vote of the legis- 
lature is correct, Mr. Etter con- 
conceded. 


Therefore my objection to the 


proposal remains— and I think 
Labor's opposition to it was on 
solid ground.

circulated 
state-wide 


petitions pertaining to the state 
sales tax in 1955 and 1957. 


I only state what is obvious 


when I say that it Is much cheaper 
for special interests to mani- 
pulate the legislature into doing 
their bidding than it is for the 
people to mount a petition cam- 
paign to defeat the special inter- 
ests with an initiative act or a 
referral. I backed the 195 5 sales 
tax petition personally at a cost 
of $6,000, spent another $3,000 
as my share of the 1957 peti- 
tion circulation campaign— and 
with resultant 
legal fees and 


court costs to final defeat in 
the United States Supreme Court 
my total bill reached $18,000.

They urged Congress Wednes- 


day to abolish all mandatory 
sentences for possession and use 
of marijuana. 


One of the witnesses, Dr. Sid- 


ney Cohen, head of the drug 
abuse section of the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health, went 
so far as to recommend the pos- 
session of marijuana— and such 
hallucinogens as LSD— be dealt 
with as misdemeanors, not fel- 
onies. 


The institute's head, Dr. Stan- 


ley F. Yolles, said that in terms 
of ruined lives, the penalties for 
using marijuana are far worse 
than the substance they were 
meant to control, 


The present law— which pro- 


vides sentences up to 40 years 
for some offenses— has no provi- 
sion for probation or parole in 
any cases except a first-offense 
conviction for possession of nar- 
cotics, marijuana or dangerous 
drugs. 


In a strongly worded state- 


ment, Yolles said: "It is ex- 
tremely unfortunate that by the 
continued, exaggerated empha- 
sis on the supposed dire evils of 
marijuana smoking, we make it

Dr. Cohen said Wednesday, "is 
that Dr. Yolles and I are not 
'soft' on drugs. 


"It is evident that strict con- 


trols over the illicit manufac- 
ture, transportation, smuggling 
and dealing In large amounts of 
abusable substances are neces- 
sary and desirable," he said. 


"It is also evident that more 


stringent laws , . , for simple 
possession and use of these 
same substances have not been 
effective. Their abuse is a prob- 
lem 
of prevention, education 


and treatment." 


Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 


testified earlier in support of the 
administration's narcotics bill, 
stating it would make the law

Are Killed

SAIGON (AP) - 
Two U.S. 


Marine regiments to be with- 
drawn 
from 
Vietnam before 


Christmas today reported 23 of 
their men killed and 58 wounded 
in close-range fighting along the 
demilitarized zone. 


Marines from the 3rd and 4th 


regiments of the 3rd Division 
were attacked twice Wednesday 
by North Vietnamese troops 
near the craggy peak called the 
Rockpile, four miles south of the 
DMZ. 


Some of the fighting 
was 


hand-to-hand after the North 
Vietnamese troops smashed into 
the night camp of a company of 
about 150 Marines from the 3rd 
Regiment. 


"During the fighting, an un- 


known number of soldiers pene- 
trated the perimeter but were 
killed or repulsed," a commu- 
nique from U.S. headquarters 
reported. 


The battle began shortly after 


midnight Tuesday when North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
attacked 


from the north and east. An
